4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose all the combination of a diamond 

semiconductor device structure as claimed, having an exciton light-emission intensity 
characteristic that varies nonlinearly, the diamond semiconductor being fabricated using 
a raw gas including a methane gas and a hydrogen gas in a microwave plasma 
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chemical vapor deposition method, in which the methane gas has a concentration of not 
more than 2%.
